BELFAST HOUSING 
INQUIRY. 


MORE POINTS TO BE 
CLEARED UP. 

Mr. R. D. Megaw, K.C., the Commissioner 
appointed by the Northern Home Office to 
inquire into the Belfast Corporation Housing 
schemes, stated at the inquiry yesterday that 
he did not anticipate that there would be 
many more sittings, but there were some 
points which he thought should’ be investi- 
gated a little further. There were some 
matters regarding the Housing Committee, 
yarticularly in regard to four or five meetings. 
he most important meeting of all was that 
of 19th June, where the maiter of the timber 
contract was considered, first of all, at the 
City Hall, and afterwards at the site, and 
where the members of committee took exception 
to the minutes. Five members of committee 
of the eight had given their version of what 
occurred, and gave explanations of their 
attitude to the matter, and three of them 
had nut. He regarded that date, and what 
took lace on that occasion, as 80 important 
that * thought that all members of com- 
mittee who .were there should be in attend- 
ance, and’give any explanation or make any 
statement. 

Then, when the members cf the Housing 
Committee were examined no question had 
arisen in reference to the giving out oi 
contracts, or settlement of contracts, on the 
22nd May.

RESPONSIBILITY OF 
THE CHURCHES. 


THE DISGRACE OF THE 
MODERN CITY. 


A crusade for unity in industrial life is 
the subject of two appeals which have 
been issued in England by the Industrial 
Christian Fellowship. Both support the 
Industrial Sunday Movement, which will 
take place on April 25th next, when men 
of wealth and workers will attend together 
three thousand Services in Anglican 
churches all over the country. One of 
the appeals is signed. by one hundred and 
fifty Labour leaders and the other by 
prominent employers and heads of public 
companies of every kind. 

Industrial and social questions in 
Ireland also are engaging attention at 
the momept, and the “Better Ireland”’ 
Movement, which was opened in Dublin 
on Monday with a conference on Applied 
Christianity, was responsible yesterday for 
valuable papers and discussions on the 
problems of industrial civilisaticn. 

Mr, H. ©. Neill Watson presided at the 
morning session, and the delegates repre- 
sented many parts of Ireland. 


THE ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 


— - 


FALSE VALUES IN ENGLAND. 
_ Mr. H. Lindsay, of Toynbee Hall, London, 
i @ paper on industrial civilisation, said 
that the dimensions of his subject might 
well humble a Napoleon, for his province 
was nothing less than the modern world. 
The inter-dependence of nations was a 
truism to all but the visionaries and the 
purblind nationalist. The distinctive features 
of civilisation was specialisation, with its 
attendant advantages and disadvantages. Co- 
operation created Ty industrialism had 
destroyed beliefs, while education had 
sharpened intelligence. Political democracy 
now co-existed with actual plutocracy. How 
was the community, in its various forms, to 
prevent its own slavery á This was an 
economic problem involving All the parapher- 
nalia of capital, currency, credit prices, and 
soforth. If the values which pervaded the 
economics were vicious, then the figures and 
arguments were valueless. England to-day 
was staggering in a swamp of false values, 
and there was none which ‘commanded com- 
mon allegiance. There was a hideous hiatus 
between what people said and what people 
did, and .between the ideal and the activity. 
In values there was no common allegiance, 
In indugtry to-day there were five distinct 
Rás; stockholders, the directors, the 
management, the “workers, and the com- 
unity. Stockholders lived in the realm of 
traditional ethics, and escaped their relat: »a- 
ship to industry. The directors >presentet 
the stockholders, and stood between hem 
and the management, and they insisted on 
practical visual results—namely, profits. The 
management was responsible for efficiency. 
The workers lived in the realm of necessity. 
They could assert themselves only through 
opposition—organised opposition—to the 
management. The community—the public— 
was an anomaly. There could be no com- 
munity in an industrial society until the 
above-mentioned groups lived in some ap- 
proximating ethical atmosphere or had values 
to which all people could give allegiance. 
There were certain rights which. were a 
condition of social life, without which no 
man could be his best. The State should 
protect these rights, which were relative 
functions, just as property was a trust, 


INDUSTRIAL QUESTIONS. 

The lecturer next dealt with the import- 
ance of correct statistics when dealing with 
industrial and social questions. The regular 
compilation of statistical returns, wisely 
acted on, might result in four things—im- 
proving industrial relations, diminishing the 
severity of trade cycles and fiuctua- 
tions, guiding the investment of money 
into channels most needed, and 
guarding the consumer against undue prices. 
Exact statistical information had not been 
collected in the vast majority of cases. 
America was away. ahead of them in that 
particular point. Dispute machinery had 
been at work amongst the clothing workers 
of that country, and there have grown up a 
body of industrial law within the factorws 
themselves which was proring most valuah’a 

It was not possible that individually -hey 
could initiate vast changes, nor would most 
people have. time or inclination to master 
more than one subject. But public opimon 
was made up of masses of bhrá and 
group opinions, and big changes were the 
result of hosts of minor adjastments.  ‘Eacn 
person could do two things—he could make 
his ‘relatronships honest and become mastan uf 
his own job. (Applause. ) As to the 
guidance of investment, men were saying 
more and more fat they should have some 
control as to whether a creamery or a cinema 
was to be built, a cottage for the slum 
dweller, or an extra billiard room erected. 
Things’ like the Trade Facilities Act were 
examples of such thought. A staggering 
fact of industrialism was that the man who 
grew cabbage could barely make a living, 
while the smart man on the exchange, the 
clever retailer, the monopolist, could squeeze 
a fortune in the prime of life at the ex- 
pense of consumer and producer alike. 

At present a food council was examining 
this problem, but everyone: knew that vast 
changes, ~ublic boards of supply, and co- 
opetative marketing, for example, must sup- 
plant the present reign of anarchy. 


THE VALUE OF CO-OPERATION. 

The Chairman said that Ireland was en 
agricultural country, and in proportien tc 
their population the suffering from . unem- 
ployment was very great. In this country 
they were a very long way behind Englaid 
in education, and a great deal of what was 
wrong was due to the fact that they did not 
apply what education they had, and could 
not agree to work together. Co-operation 
was, he believed, the way to change a 
system gradually without revolution.  Co- 
operation met with marked success in Italy, 
but did not seem to find very much success 
in Ireland, especially in industrial concerns. 
He thought it was a great pity that co- 
operative methods were not studied: by chil- 
dren before they left school and by students. 

He advocated a works council, where the 
workmen, directors and managers would 
meet once a month to discuss matters. 


LABOUR AIMS. 


At the second session, Senator R. 
Dorman (Belfast) spoke on '' Labour Aims.” 
He said that the aim of the Labour Party 
was social justice, mercy and loving kindness. 
They had a sense of their personal re- 
sponsibility for every wrong existing in the 
society in which the godly man or woman 
for the time lived their lives. He knew 
what it was to be a member of a large 
family living in one room, and because cf 
that he paid considerable thought to housing 
conditions In Ireland. 

He described the conditions as they existed in 
Dublin, Belfast and Cork. and asked was the 
Church going to step into the _ breach. 
Would it give the lead that it should? If it 
did, thousands and thousands of people, who 
to-day looked on the Church with suspicion. 
owing to the narrowness of its outlook, would 
be glad to flock to it. There was a good 
deal of talk about reducing the standard of 
living, but they, as Christian men and 
women, should first learn what the standard 
was. From his experience as a member of 
the Labour Party, he did not think the 
present standard could be reduced. 

CHRISTIANITY’S RESPONSIBILITY. , 

Mr. G. F. Beckett, M.R.L.A., who preside 
at this session, said that Senator Dorman 
hac brought home to them by his concrete 
examples the tremendous contradiction that 


-existed in the conduct of Christians and the 
| condition of things that existed rotind about 


them. He personally could not grasp. it. 
These conditions were allowed to exist, and 
Christianity carried on very comfortably. It: 
was damnable to have such things existing,,

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STATE. FORESTRY. 
THE NEED IN IRELAND, | 


A MILLION ACRES 
SUITABLE. 
Áinúnaandhiihi iarna 


The Departmental Committee on Irish 
Forestry, in their report published in 1908, 
expressed in the strongest possible way 
their sense of the obligation which lay 
upon the State in the matter of afforesta- 
tion. Since that report was issued the 
Forestry Section of the Department. of 
Agriculture Ras acquired about 30,000 
acres of woodland and derelict plantable 
land. Of this land about 8,000 acres have 
already been planted or replanted. 

During the period 1914-19 planting 
operations were more or less suspended, 
and very little was possible up to the end 
of 4922. In the last three years, however, 
the ‘acqyjsitior of land, the raising of 
nurser~ ‘stocks, and planting have been 
carried out. This programme involves 
planting about 3,000 acres annually, not, 
perhaps, a large area, but an advance on 
what has been done hitherto. 


A STATE SCHEME. 


LARGE AREA TO HAND. 


(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

It is estimated that 700,000 acres, or, with 
the 300,000 acres of existing woodlands, a 
total possible area of at least a million acres, 
‘s suitable for plantation. In recommending 
that special funds be provided for a State 
scheme of forestry, the Committee in guestion 
recommended that the Forest Authority 
should acquire 200,000 acres of plantable land 
in large blocks, to be planted,- managed and 
maintained as a State forest, Another re- 
commendation was that the larger woods sold 
under the Land Purchase Acts should be 
acquired and managed by the Forest 
Authority, the smaller woods being managed 
by the County Councils, 

For many years past Ireland has been con- 
sidered a paradise for tree-planters. This 
idea was largely due to the fact that some 
of the more valuable conifers from Western 
America often make extensive growth when 
planted under suitable conditions. The fact 
was often lost sight of, however, that condi- 
tions were associated with good land and 
sheltered sites on the demesnes of large land- 
owners who took an interest in forestry, and 
carried on as far as their resources would 
permit. Whether forestry to meet the re- 
quirements of the country in timber, shelter 
and landscape effect will be developed by 
individuals or by the State, the future alone 
can tell. 

STATE AFFORESTATION. 

When afforestation is taken up by the 
State severkl points have to be carefully con- 
sidered. One is that individual areas must 
be acquired of sufficiently large size to render 
efficient supervision possible. This means in 
practice that miany of the smaller woodlands, 
which were carefully looked after by the 
private landowner living on the spot, cannot 
be’ extended by the State on account of the 
difficulties and expense of protection and 
supervision. 

For State afforestation blocks of at least 
600 to 1,000 acres are desirable, and, although 
smaller areas lying closely together could. be 
utilised, the fact remains that State operations 
are curtailed by the possibility of obtaining 
fairly big blocks of land of low agricultural 
value which are not needed for the enlarge- 
ment or creation of new holdings. 

MOUNTAIN AREAS. 

It may be considered that the existence of 
from two to three million acres of mountain 
land would afford ample scope for forestry 
operations on the scale indicated. Unfor- 
tunately, some of the older advocates of 
afforestation overlooked two points that lie at 


"the root of the forestrydevelopment on mountain 


areas. One of these is the fact that ffom time 
immemorial mountain land, not only in Ire- 
land, but in many parts of Great Britain and 
elsewhere, has been regarded as common or 
valuable for grazing purposes to the yr 
rounding farmers. At least. 75 per cent. of 
the mountain land in the Free State is subject 
to grazing or turbary or other rights, which 
are held in common. 

One result of this practice of common 
grazing is that mountain land has remained 
for centuries unimproved, for the simple 
reason that anything for the public good is 
regarded as a work which no individual 
should undertake. Unless some sensible view 
is taken of common rights, the extension of 
afforestation to areas which are intended for 
something better than rough grazing must be 
checked. 


A COLD COUNTRY. 

Another point overlooked by enthusiasts is 
Ireland's geographical position. Many of 
those who advocate afforestation on Con- 
tinental lines are probably unaware that 
Ireland. is one of the coldest portions of 
Kurope south of the Arctic Cirele during the 
The temperature during 
June and July in countries such as Norway, 
Sweden, Northern Russia, and other countries 
which are regarded as almost Arctic in 
character, is higher thang that found at an 
elevation of a thousand féet above sea level 
in this country. Consequently trees grow 
better during the summer lin those countries 
than in Ireland. Another factor that tends to 
hamper forestry in Ireland is the prevalence 
of westerly winds, which render the mountain 
tops cold, 

Many people are beginning to think that 
the time has atrivéd® when strong “pressure 
should be brought upon owners of woodlands 
to maintain them as national assets, and not 
merely as private property for financial or 
other reasons. 

The forestry laws of most European 
countries, while prohibiting excessive felling, 
give some cOmpensation to owners in the 
shape of freedom frém taxation, assistance in 
the work of replanting, and in other ways. 
What about legislation on these lines for this 
country ?

LUCAN TRAMWAY, 


GOVERNVUENT’S ATTITUDE TO 
NEW BILL. 


The proposed re-opening of the Dublin and 
Lucan Tramway service was carried a step 
further yesterday, when a deputation of 
Lucan residents waited on President Cos- 
grave and Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, with a view to ask- 
ing the Free State Government to guarantee 
the Dublin United Tramways Company 
against loss in the event of the necessary 
Parliamentary and legal formalitiese falling 
through. 

The company is prepared to begin work 
on the relaying of the track at once, but the 
deal requires the sanction of the Dail by a 
private bill, The company naturally shows 
some hesitation about beginning the work in 
the absence of a guarantee of risk against 
loss. 

This was the case as presented by the 
deputation to the President and Mr. McGilli- 
gan, who were accompanied by Mr. 
McCarron, Local Government Board, and 
Mr. Gordon Campbell, Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce. i 

The Government view expresed by the 
Ministers is that, while they were in entire 
sympathy with the views oÍ the deputation, 
it would be impossible to guarantee the Dub- 
lin United Tramways Company against loss 
in the event of the private bill failing to 
obtain the assent of the Oireachtas. It was 
urged that the company should lodge its bill 
immediately if it was to be dealt with during 
the coming session. 

It was suggested to the deputation that the 
residents in the Lucan district and others in- 
terested in the resumption of the service 
could assist the Tramway Company in 
beginning work before the adoption of the 
bill by subscribing a sum by way of pre- 
mium to a guarantee society, such as Lloyd's, 
which might be willing to undertake the 
compensation of the company in the event 
of the rejection of the bill. 

The deputation were satisfied at the con- 


plasion of th® interview that the bill would 
r 


eceive the unanimous support of all parties 
in the Dail.

TWO MEN DETAINED.

Two men were detained yesteréay by mem- 
bers of the: Dublin Detective Division in 
connection with the shooting of Mr. Stanley 
“hr at Zion road, Rathgar, on Friday night 
ast. ' 

It is understood that the men are at present 
in the Central Bridewell pending identifica- 
tion by Mr. J. W. Fox, father of the 
murdered man, who stated at. the inquest that 
he could identify the man who fired the shot | 
if he saw him again; he further gave a 
description of 1 \.is man. 

Up to a late hour last night the two men 
had not been paraded for identification pur- 
poses, and no charge had been made against 


them. 
THE INQUEST. 


“Death from shock and hemorrhage, fol- 
lowing general peritonitis, resulting from in- 
juries causéd by the bullet fired by some 
person unknown, ' was the verdict returned 
at the inquest held at Sir Patrick Dun 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on the body of 
Mr. Stanley Fox. 

Mr. James Walter Fox (ofthe firm of 
Messrs. J. J: Fox and Company, cigar and 
tobacco merchants, Grafton street, Dublin) 
stated that at about 7 p.m. on Friday last 
he was walking with his son, Stanley, along 
Zion road, in the direction of his residence, 
when they were ‘“‘held up” by three armed 
men. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that they resisted to some extent. they 
heard people shouting behind, but took no 
notice, as they thought they were “ larking.” 
When the men overtook them they turned 
around to see if they knew them. One of 
the men then produced a revolver and struck 
him a slight low on the side of the head 
with it. The other two men attacked his 
son. 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

Realising that the men were robbers, he 
called out to his son, Stanley, to shoot, on 
the chance of ““blufing ” them. His son 
attacked thes man who had the gun, and 
caught hing’round the neck. The witness got 
hold of ig that his son had been carrying, 
and thrí it at one of the robbers, who im- 
mediately made off with it. Just then he 
heard a shot and saw his son collapse. The 
robbers ran away. 

In reply to Station-Sergeant Quinn, the 
witness said that he woula recognise one ef 
the men if he saw him. 

Replying to the Coroner, he said that the 
man who struck him was the man who shot 
his sov. 

A juror asked if it was the case that the 
man did not fire ‘until he had told his ‘son 
to: shoot, and the witness replied in the 
affirmative. 

Dr. Wallace, house surgeon, said that Mr. 
Fox, junior, when admitted to the Hospital 
was found to be suffering from a bullet 
wound in the abdomen, from which he died 
at 2.55 a.m. on Tuesday. A post-mortem ex- 
amination showed that the builet had passed 


| through the bladder, and had lodged in the | 


bone on the left side of the pelvis. Death, 
in his opinion, was due to shock and 
hemorrhage, following general. peritonitis. He 
produced the bullet, which was flattened in 
the nose. It was a .45 bullet. 
“STOP THE ROBBERS!"  ” 

William O'Brien, a chemist’s messenger, ‘of 
2’'Tivoli avenue, Havold’s Cross, said that he 
wag cycling along the road near No. 15 
when he saw some men struggling. He 
heard a shot, and a man shouted, “ Stop 
the robbers!’’ He then saw a man running 
towards him with a bright revolver in his 
right hand. The witness turned the machine 
round and followed him to Vietoria road, 

Mr. B. McGowan, 16 Zion road, said that 
Mr. Fox and his son came to his house for 
assistance. He telephoned for the ambulance. 

The Coroner (Dr. Louis Byrne) said that it 
was a lamentable case, in which a fine young 
fellow met a terrible death. He did not 
see how the jury could bring in any other 
verdict than that of deliberate murder. ‘The 
son had pluckily gone to the assistance of his 
father when the cowardly attack was made 
on hiny by armed men. 4 

A verdict as stated was retirned.

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PATHOS AND HUMOUR.’

LECTURE BY THE REV. J. E. 
HUTTON. 


Professor Magépnis, T.D, resided last 
night at a meeting of the Dublin Literary 
Society, when the Rev. J. E. Hutton, M.A., 
delivered an address on ‘Pathos and 
Humour.”’ 

At the. outset the lecturer. declared that 
pathos and humour were so much alike that 
they resembled two twins. Often when read- 
ing a passage by a great writer it was difficult 
to say whether it was humorous or pathetic. 
In describing what humour is not, the lecturer 
said that he disagreed with Thomas Hobbes’s 
conception ef laughter. This was that it is a 
feeling of pride or satisfaction at our own 
superiority over somebody else. When carried 
—y “ms a certain point, practical joking, or 
mg eg-pulling, ” was not humour, and it had 
been severely condemned by a Dublin writer, 
Sir Richard Steele. 

There were two definitions of humour with 
which, on the whole, the lecturer agreed. 
Carlyle said that ‘‘ humour is sympathy with 
the seamy side of life.” It was, however, not 
sympathy with the seamy side only, put with 
every side. Thackeray wrote that *‘ humour 
Is a mixture of love and wit.”” With this 
the lecturer agreed. 

In proportion to its population, added Mr. 
Hutton, Ireland -had produced a great number 
of humogous writers. Some of these were still 
with théim, and, if they continued to provide 
the right sort of humour, the future would be 
bright.

PERIPATETIC POTEEN 
VENDORS. 


TRICKS OF THE ‘‘TRADE’’ IN 


The Civie Guard in Connemara are at pre- 
sent in search of makers of poteen, who travel 
from place to place, carrying with them the 
paraphernalia for the manufacture of illicit 
spirit. The recent Christmas holidays re- 
vealed evidence of the manufacture of poteen 
on a wholesale scale in the Carraroe district 
and the islands off the mainland. 

A visitor, who is a native of Connemata, 
but who has been some years,in America, 
told a Press representative that he had never 
seen so much poteen drank as during the 
Christmas holidays. In one district he, visited 
six houses where dances were being held, and 
in every house he was offered poteen. The 
effect produced on those who consumed the 
spirit is one of wild exhilaration in the early 
stages, developing with increased doses into 
a homicidal stage, making it unsafe even for 
brothers and friends to “ cross ” one another 
in argument. In a few cases a serious fracas 
was averted by the intervention of the more 
sober members of the dance party. Argu- 
ments arising out of recent Irish history are 
inevitable at these gatherings, and thev 
usually culminate in a Tree fight, in which all 
sorts of missles are employed by the con- 
testants, who are Free Staters on the one side 
and Republicans on the other. 

POTEEN-RUNNERS. 

Poteen-running is now a highly profitable 
venture in parts of Connemara, and these 
“ Moonshine’ makers the West are pre- 
pared to run any risk smuggle the spirit 
into the eastern portions of Galway, where it 1s 
readily disposed of. at remunerative figures. 
In these poteen running expeditions the 
“stillers and the Civic Guards often come 
into ‘eonflict, with serious consequences on 
either side, according to the respective 
strength of the parties. 

Last week, Guards O'Donnell, O'Shea and 
others, of Carraroe Station, ty! vgs a party 
of ten men making poteen in the Connemara 
Mountains.. The Guards charged the men and 
a fight ensued, but the teen makers 


' managed to make their escape in the darkness, 


their knowledge of the countryside making 
this a comparatively easy task. Guard 
O'Donnell received a nasty wound in the head 
and had to be medically treated.

When the party 
returned, the Guards rushed at them and 
effected threé arrests, confiscated a ' wort 
and still and. thirty gallons of poteen. The 
men will be charged at the next District 
Court.

A Greek Dictatorship. 


The establishment of a military dictator- 
ship in Grééce is an alarming symptom. 
It bodes ill for the growth of democratic 
government and peaceful international 
relations in the soutl’-eastern corner of 
Europe—that corner which has been the 
centre of strife for a century and from 
which came the spark that began the Great 
War. The recent history of Greece is a 
record of unrest and indecision. A 
hundred years ago Hellas was enslaved by 
the Turk. In 1831 the Kingdom of Greece 
arose. For nearly a century petty and 
corrupt politicians led the liberated people 
in paths of humiliation; but in M. 
Venizelos there arose a statesman who 
showed the way to national greatness. 
The army was reorganised and the Consti- 
tution revised Then came the Balkan 
War of 1912, when the little nations whom 
Turkey had oppressed so long rose against 
their secular enemy and all but drove the 
Turk from Europe. Greece now recovered 
the greater part of her’ ancient territory, 
and inflicted a sharp defeat on Bulgaria 
when her faithless ally sought to seize a

Venizelos never had truckled with the arts 
of a demagogue turned in their fickleness 
upon their champion. Constantine returned, 
and all that M. Venizelos had achieved 
was undone. The sympathy of the nations 
was alienated, and when the war came in 
Anatolia—where a million Asiatic Greeks 
had been freed—Mustapha Kemal’s armies 
had 
neither stamina in their leadership nor 


easily overcame the forces which 
the world’s moral support. Smyrna was 
captured, and the Greeks lost all that they 
had won on the eastern shores of the 


Aigean. In 1922 a revolution led to King 
Constantine’s fall. The revolutionary 


Government, instead of setting humbly 
about the task of retrieving the nation’s 
fortunes, disgraced itself and Greece by 
executing the leaders whom it had suc- 
ceeded. A youth was made King, but by 
a plebiscite in 1924 the monarchy was 
abolished and a republic established—a 
republic in which the strongest figure was 
General Pangalcs, the present dictator, 
but in which no sign of enlightened rule 
or stable order was manifested. Mean- 
while, humiliations were heaped on the 
land which had chosen, during the years 
of trial, to follow its meaner genius. “The 
Greek population of Anatolia was driven 
out. and landed in the impoverished 
motherlund in naked multitudes. Haly 
piished the murder of an Italian national 
in Greek territory by bombarding and 
occupying Corfu and extorting a large 
indemnity.

The graces 
of European culture are not without their 
utilitarian value, but it is Europe's pre- 
eminence in hard, technical knowledge that 
has been .envied and threatens to be sur- 
passed. Britain during the nineteenth 
century was as far ahead of Europe as 
Europe was ahead of the rest of the world 
in engineering, and mechanical skill, but 
of late she has shown herself curiously 
slack. Before the war Germany had built 
factories in which the manufacture of 
commodities was conducted with a scientific 
elimination of waste, while similar goods 
were being made in England in easy-going 
fashion. Since the war England’s chief rival 
is the United States. There not merely are 
the most elaborate of mechanical devices 
employed—so that, as has been said, nuts 
and bolts are poured in at one door of a 
factory to emerge in a stream of finished 
motor cars at t"e other end of,the building 
—but the whole of industry and business 
has been revolutionised by what is called 
‘‘ simplification.’? The science of method 
has been applied to the economic life of 
the whole nation, and wastage has been 
ruled out of every simple retail act of ex- 
change. Like 2 great human machine, the 
United States make and multiply. wealth 
and with their surplus riches their 
citizens virtually are buying up the world. 
At every turn the people of these countries 
may see the hand of their more scientific 
rivals. The farmer of Tipperary is beaten 
in the markéts of Britain because the 
dairying industry of Ireland lacks thorough 
organisation aid is hampered by clumsy 
old methods of transport. The linen 
manufacturer of Belfast produces fresh 
“lines ” only te find that the Czecho- 
Slovakian can offer similar articles to 
America at lower prices. In the applica- 
tion of science to the economic development 
of our island, the bes*+ brains of Ngrth and 
South ought to co-operate.

Street Trading. 


We print to-day a:summary of the Street 
Trading Bill which is promoted by the Free 
State Government. It is a drastic measure 
in many ways ; but there is no doubt that it 
is necessary. Street trading, nearer 
in ‘Dublin, has become so extensive within 
recent years that efficient control is 
essential. The new Bill provides that all 
street traders must have licences, and the 
civic authorities are empowered to super- 
vise the ‘traffic in the most thorough 
manner. They can prohibit certain kinds 
of trading altogether and can forbid the 
handling without a wrapper or container 
of any foodstuffs: This provision will be 
welcomed by everybody. The slovenly 
treatment of foodstuffs by Dublin street 
traders constitutes a very real menace to 
the public health and it is high time that 
a strict watch should be kept on the way 
in which food is handled not only on 
street stalls, but also in many of the little 
‘* hucksters’’’ shops which abound in the 
poorer parts of the city: Under the new 
Bill the Chief Commissioner of the Civic 
Guard may order food to be destroyed if 
he considers it to be unfit for human con- 
sumption, and in this way the people’s 
interests will obtain a very necessary 
safeguard. The treatment of frtit, which 
is sold in large quantities on the streets, 
is of particular importance. It is to be 
hoped that, if, and when, the Bill becomes 
law, the police will insist on the observa- 
tion of the elementary principles of 
hygiene by stall-holders, and that any 
attempts to evade the law will be punished 
severely. We should be sorry to see the 
abolition of the Dublin street trader, who 
is a picturesque survival of ancient times ; 
but the present system of unrestricted 
trading is a civic evil, and we are very 
glad that the Government has decided to 
control it.

Widows’ Pensions. 

There was little rush to-day for the 
new pensions for widows and orphans. 
Something like fifty thousand widows are 
drawing pensions in London alone, and it 
was expected that there would be some- 
thing in the nature of a rush at the post 
offices. There were, however, few applica 
tions for the pension all through the 
morning, and at the big post office serviny 
the Whitechapel area not more than a 
dozen pensioners turned up before noon. 
The Ministry of Health was in no way 
concerned at the absence of a rush, point- 
ing out that every pensioner has the money 
paid at the office of her choice, and that 
this decentralisation so splits up the pay- 
ments that congestion in any part of 
London was unlikely. 


The Thames in Spate. 
While the floods have subsided in one 


or two places on the banks of the Thames, 
there has been no real diminution ín the 
volume of water which for some days has 
been pouring down from the upper reaches 
of the river. The flow over Teddington 
Weir is at the rate of six thousand million 
gallons in twenty-four. hours, or four times 
the wsual flow. Above Oxford the 
prospects are slightly better than lower 
down; for the floods have reached the 
m4rimum point and are falling. From 
Oxford to Reading the level is steady: 
but from Reading to London it is rising. 
There has been no great rainfall during 
the past twenty-four hours, a very hopeful! 
factor in a grave situation. 


Underground Telephone Lines. 


The new underground telephone lines 
between London and Edinburgh haves 
resulted in a greatly accelerated service 
and calls are now dealt with far more 
expeditiously than was formerly the case.

GENERAL PANGALOS’S 
- PROCLAMATION, 


: ATHENS, Tuesday. 
The declaration of a military dictatorship 
‘by General Pangalos has been followed b 
the resignation from the Cabinet of M. 
Sechiotix, Minister of National Economy.

General Pangalos has issued the following 
proclamation :—‘* Having assumed power by 
the rising of June last, the Government laid 
down as the guiding prindiple of its pro- 
yramme the settlement of the struggles which 
were fought round the pólitical régime, the 
restofation of peace at home, and the re- 
organisation of the public service, in order 
that the country might return normally and 
progressively to a parliamentary régime. B 
sound administration, perfect equality for all, 
and the consolidation of public security, as 
well as by the reorganisation of the Army 
and Navy, the Government succeeded in re- 
storing the confidence of the vast majority 
of the ration in the Siate. 


_ SUBVERSIVE REACTION. 

“In fulfilment of this programme, the Go- 
vernment considered it opportune to hold 
elections to the Senate and the Chamber 
under conditions contained in a decree law. 
Unfortunately, from the first day we wero 
met with the utterly uncompromising attitude 
and subversive reaction of certain political 
leaders. The Government bore with equani- 
mity insults and jibes—even attempts at re- 
volution. To promote the higher interests of 
the country, the Government deemed it to 
be its duty to adopt a moderate and conci- 
liatory attitute, int the hope of arriving at 
agreement with everyone, with a view to 
ew the restoration of normal political 
tife. 

“The last statement issued by the three 
ieaders of the Opposition, and their attitude 
in the course of the Greco-Bulgarian frontier 
incident, banished all such hopes. Contrary 
to the Constitution, and in spite of the re- 
commendations of the Government, these 
three leaders, by their manifesto issued the 
day before yesterday, thwarted the intentions 
and aims pursued by the Government in the 
Senatorial elections. Their conduct during 
= Greco-Bulgarian incident was unspeak- 
able. 

“ While the national cause was still being 
discussed by the Council of the League of 
Nations there were Greek statesmen who, 
in a spirit of opposition and from reasons of 
internal politics, and blinded by party 
passion, embarked upon activities and made 
statements which were effectively used be- 
fore the League Council against the Mother-

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DRASTIC POWERS FOR THE 
CIVIC-GUARD,. i. 
LICENCES FOR STALLS. 


The Street-Trading Bill, which has just 
been published, gives drastic powers to the 
Civic Guard to deal with infringements 
of the law in relation to the sale of goods 
in public thoroughfares. 

The measure is described as an Act to 
Regulate Street-trading in the County 
Borough of Dublin, and in such other 
county boroughs and urban county dis- 
tricts as may adopt it. 

The Bill provides that traders must hold 
certificates, and, where stall-trading is 
engaged in, a stall licence must also be 
held. To be without the necessary certi- 
ficate or licence, which each costs 5s. a 
year, will render a trader liable to a fine 
of £5 for a first offence and £10 for sub- 
sequent offences. 

Power is given to the Corporation to 
make by-laws—(1) To prohibit certain 
classes of trading; (2) to fix the hours 
where trading may be carried on; (3) to 
decide the classes of vehicles and stalls 
that may be used and to make regulations 
for their cleanliness; (4) to prohibit the 
handling without a wrapper or container 
of articles of food; (5) to ‘decide the 
maximum number of assistants that may 
be employed at a stall. 

For refusing or failing to supply a. 
member of the Civic Guard with par- 
ticulars of his assistants or to produce his 
licences a trader may be arrested without 
a warrant, and bis goods may. be seized, 
and on conviction he would be liable to a 
fine of £5. Traders carrying on business 
contrary to the by-laws may also be 
arrested and their goods seized and sold 
to defray the cost of the expenses incurred 
in théir seizure, removal or storage. 

The Commissioner of the Civic Guard 
may also order food to be destroyed which 
he considers unfit for human consump- 
tion. : 


COST OF WIRELESS . 


MINISTER ON ORYSTAL 
SETS. 
SS 


Yesterday the Free State Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs (Mr. J. J. Walsh) received a 
deputation from the Glasnevin branch of 
Cumann na nGaedheal in regard to the reduc- 
tion of the licence charged on cheap crystal 
wireless receiving sets. 

Mrs. Collins-0 Driscoll, in introducing the 
deputation, said that while they had no ob- 
jection whatever to the fee of £1 being 
charged to those who could afford to uuy a 
valve set, it seemed particularly hard on poor 
people of the working type, with limited earn- 
ings, to impose a similar charge on the crystal 
sets which they invariably use. She realised 
that the Dail Committee which discussed the 
matter a couple of years ayo fixed the charges 
at present in vogue. Nevertheless, on her 
own behalf and on behalf of the deputation, 
she expressed the hope that that part re- 
lating to crystal sets would be reconsidered. 

Mr, Walsh, in replying, said that he had 
a@ good deal of sympathy with the proposal 
brought forward by the deputation. He was 
glad that the deputation had seen its way to 
differentiate between different types of sets, 
though in practice that would be difficult. 
He took it that the Committee based ‘its 
charges on those applicable in England, but 
it should be remembered that the English 
charges were exceptionally low and might not 
be continued at the present level. On the 
other hand, in Cape Town the charge was 
40s. for crystal and valve sets. 

In the English case the licence fee was 
merely nominal, and the real benefit accrued 
to the country through the manufacture’ of 
the. instruments. The Free State gained no 
such benefit, and it was, therefore, question- 
able whether the taxpayer should be called 
upon to make up a heavy deficit for some 
time to come to keep wireless going. He 
believed that wireless would be more expen- 
sive than at first anticipated. 

He was prepared to discuss the depntation’s

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MR. DEVLIN’S VIEW.

A SIGNIFICANT speech regarding the 
participation of the Nationalists in 
the Northern Parliament was made by Mr. 
Joseph Devlin at the- Belfast Rotary 
Club yesterday. 

He declared that he was a believer in 
Parliamentary institutions, which were the 
great safeguard in all normal communities. 
The Northern Parliament had been estab- 
lished, and tho reasons had: disappeared 
why they should remain out of it. It was 
their business to recognise that Parliament 
in the interests of democracy. 

What was going to happen if they had 
not a Parliamentary institutiori—estab- 
lished, respected’ and of enduring power— 
in their midst?” he asked. There were only 
two alternatives. the establishment of a 
clictatorship on the one hand, or a revolu- 
tion on the other . 

It was, therefore, the business of all of 
them te make their Parliamentary institu- 
tion as beneficial and as efficient as it was 
possible for them todo. If Parliamentary 
institutions were to be respected they must 
not alone express the will of the majority, 
but there must also bé a recognition of 
the views of the minority: He thought 
that it was Disraeli who once said that 
‘“‘ minorities were always in the right.’’ 


BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT. 

It was, he thought, a very happy thing 
that, now they had got rid of the boundary 
question, they would be able to apply 
themselves to the practical things of life. 

He had always been in favour of one 
Parliament for the whole of Ireland, 
though he never diu believe that the exist- 
ence of multiple Parliaments was a de- 
terrent to the principle of national unity. 
There was national unity in Canada, where 
they had five Parliaments, and there was 
national unit in Australia, where they 
also had five Parliaments. 

He thought that the best union they should 
live for and fight for now was the union of 
men and goodwill. Whether they lived in 
the North or in the'South they should 
struggle and fight and ‘co-operate together 
to make for human advancement and 
welfare of the public weal. 


A BETTER UNDERSTANDING. 

Now that the boundary question had dis- 
appeared," one thing he would plead for 
was that North and South might under- 
stand each other, so that in a better 
knowledge of each other they*could come 
closer tovether for all that concerned the 
communities in which they lived. They 
could come together in a spirit, of human 
intercourse—-mutually fostering their trade 
and bringing a social spirit of good-ill 
among the people who lived in different 
parts of the country. They should recog- 
nise the fundamental fact that there were 
good qualities amongst the people of the 
North and good qualities amongst the 
people of the South. By understanding 
each. other they would become better 
friends and more powerful exponents of 
that principle of comradeship which was 
the basic foundation on which all well- 
ordered progress in any community could 
be brought about. 


‘SERVICE AND SACRIFICE.” 

Mr. Devlin referred to the fact that the 
Rotary Club had a rather novel congrega- 
tion that day. They had his friend, Mr. 
Andrews, who proposed legislation; they 
had himself, who opposed legislation; and 
they had his friends, Mr. Grant and Mr. 
Gyle, who disposed of legislation. It was 
a happy omen of the coming year that 
those who were in conflict in pelitics 
should come together, attracted by the 
magnet which must always attract men of 
goodwill and understanding, the magnet 
inscribed. on the banner of Rotary— 
“ Service anc Sacrifice.’’ 


MR. ANDREWS REPLIES. 

The Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, M.P., 
Minister of Labour, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Devlin, said that he differed 
from Mr. Devlin in politics, but that 
could not prevent their being friends. He 
thought that anybody with a heart was 
bound to sympathise with those who were 
at the: bottom of the ladder: He hoped 
that the bettgr spirit growing in Northern 
Ireland would continue to grow, and be 
fostered in their midst, and that in the 
future their differences would not be’ 
exaggerated unnecessarily. 


CONFERENCES TO BE 
HELD.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS 
EXPECTED. 

It is understood, says ‘to-day’s Derry 
Journal, that at an early date important de- 
cisions will be arrived at in the Six Counties 
in regard to the Nationalist attitude towards 
the Belfast Parliament.

Boundary Commission had given its 
decision. k 

A further resolution was to the effect that, 
so far as the counties of Down, Armagh, 
Tyrone, Fertmanagh ard Derry are concerned, 
when the Boundary Commission has given its 
decision a representative convention shall be 
called in each of these counties by the respec- 
tive members to decide as to their future 
action, the decision of such convention to be 
binding on the members, except that any 
member who disagrees with the finding of the 
convention is at liberty to resign his seat. 
The existence of this pact was publicly an- 
nounced in the Armagh contest. It is learned 
that it is in pursuance of it that she áon 
meetings are to be held. .

Shortly before ri in rese the Minister 
for Justice pointed out, in reply to 
criticism regarding the delay in issuing 
the Rules of Court, that the rules them- 
selves could not be put before the Dail 
and Senate until the Court Officers Bill 
was law, because the rules dealt with a 
variety of offices which could only te 
created by statute. The rules could not 
be introduced when the officers and offices 
did not exist. The draft rules are now in 
the hands -f the Minister, and when the 
bill passes they will be duly published. 

“When the bill has been passed the 
Circuit Court and High Court Rules will 
be presented to the Dail. 

The Senate resumes to-morrow alter the 
Christmas holidays, but the sitting is 
likely to be a brief one. The only items 
on the agenda are the Courts of Justice 
Bill, 1925, and the appointment of a Com- 
mittee on Procedure. The House will 
probably adjourn to-morrow night until

EUROPE CAN GET ALONG 
WITHOUT US, 


PLAIN WORDS IN UNITED

MR. COOK INDIGNANT. 

Interviewed last evening by a Press 
Association representative, Mr. Cook declared 
that the publication of what purported to be 
the case of the coal-owners was a gross breach 
of faith. It had been mutually agreed that 
a-précis of the evidence to be given should 
be supplied in advance, in strict confidence, 
to the Commission and to other parties. In 
spite of this, he declared, the owners had 
jumped into the Press with their new 
evidence, which was deliberately inflammatory 
and provocative. If the published proposals 
were to be taken seriously they cdhstituted 
an open challenge to endless and bitter 
hostilities, and if the owners pursued a policy 
of seeking to wipe out the Miners’ Federation 
neither the Royal Commission nor the subsidy 
could fur a moment prevent the most’ over- 
whelming industria? conflict which this 
country had ever known. They were not 
only urging an increase in hours and a re- 
duction in wages, but were urging the Com- 
mission to bring pressure to secure sweeping 
reductions in the wages of railwaymen and of 
transport workers handling the coal. 


LIVELINESS IN WELSH COAL TRADE. 
A Cardiff telegram says:—Welcome signs 
of liveliness are apparent in the Welsh coal 
trade, although export prices remain at a low 
level. The Tynewydd Colliery, in Rhymney 
Valley, is to be re-opened _ shortly, and 
measures are being taken ‘to re-open the 
Nantdyrus Mine at Treherbert. Other 
collieries, which have been closed for many 
months, are also to be re-started.

A BALKAN PEACE, : 


The Times draws attention tó the fact 
that the Balkan Peninsula has reverted to its 
tradition of ushering in the new year with 
the appropriate “arms and excursions, and 
declares that this confused: state of internal 
politics in most of the Balkan States must 
react unfavourably on their foreign policy. 

The possibility of acute Balkan tension is 
still sufficiently great to justify the hope that 
the Foreign Ministers of the Western Powers 
will not be content to emit 
a Balkan Locarno, but will themselves make 
the attempt to bring about a general Balkan 
agreement. Without Western advice and 
assistance—if recent Balkan history is any 
guide—the likelihood of such an agreement, 
and ultimitely the »rosp2ct of Balkan peace, 
are none too well assured. 

While Rumania is chiefly preoccupied with 
the et egy sm Soviet claim to 
Bessarabia, the reign relations of the Yugo- 
Slav State are sigularly complicated by con- 
flicting currents of opinion. A study of the 
Belgrade Press reveals the existence of a 
strong anti-Italian feeling, especially among 
the Croats and Slovenes, and a vague desire 
for better relations with Bulgaria, which is 
in constant conflict w:ta hitter Serb recollec- 
tions of the Bulgarian invasion duting the 
great war. The natural yeluctance of Greece 
to céde the contrét of the Salonica-Ghevgeli 
Railway to the Yugo-Stay Government under 
any .lisguise has, mereover, strengtheridd the 
claim of many Yuco-Slav_ -publicistg that 
Salonika “must” become a. Serb’ port, 
though the city and its province are no more 
Slav than Antwerp or ‘itieste was German.

VILLAGERS GO MAD. 


OL" FOLK WHO REFUSED TO 
-LEAVE THEIR HOMES.

THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

The flood havoc in ows worse. 
News from Limbury, Brabant; Gelder- 
land, the three worst hit of the Dutch pro- 
vinees,.comprising the south-eastern part of 
the country, ‘where the great delta of the 
Rhine and the Meuse begins, fills all to- 
night’s newspapers. Many pathetic details 
are reported. 

At the village of Dreumel the Burgomaster 
had to remove by force the older inhabitants, 
who refused to leave their totteriig cottages 
and houses. Several of the villagers who 
were finally transported under great difficul- 
ties to Denbosch completely lost their minds 
through the terror, and had to be taken to 
an asylum. 

All the baragcks, schools, and convents in 
the: south of Holland have been reserved for 
the victims of the floods, and wherever a hill 
tises from the.submerged land sheds and 
tents’ are being rigged up by the soldiers 
and sailors, either for hovsing the refugees 
or establishing food dépots. 

Not only have the villages suffered, but 
some large-sized towns, such as Arnheim, 
Utrecht, and Nimwegue are practically iso- 
iated and partially submerged. 


THE QUEEN'S DIFFICULTIES. 

Queen Wilhelmina is experiencing much 

difiicuity in visiting the stricken areas owing 
to lack oí transport facilities. She has flat 
bottom boats following her filled with food 
and necessaries for the victims in the isolated 
homes and refugee centres. 
* Near Venlo a huge petrol tank, with a 
capacity of 8,000 litres of petroleum, burst, 
and all the oil, the only available fuel for 
cooking and heating, is spreading over the 
waters. No new supply can reach Venlo he- 
fore the end of the week, if transport is then 
still possible. 

The Secretary of the Dutch Navy has been 
appointed by an extraordinary meeting of 
the Cabinet to take charge of the relief 
operations in the South of Holland, and has 
already left for the stricken area. 

It as estimated that about 5,000 square kilo- 
metres are now submerged in Holland, and, 
as the wind ‘s veering. north-westward, there 
is no possibility of the water escaping sea- 
wards for the moment. There was heavy 
rain, to-day. Should the bad weather 
continue, it is“@@ieved that Rotterdam and 
the surrounding country, the most valuable 
part of ‘Holland, will be no~ longer safe. 
Already the dyke, fifteen miles from Rotter- 
dam, has burst, and the entire reclaimed 
districts have been submerged. 

, The Prince Consort has returned to the 

Hague for a conference with the Red Cross 
and relief authorities, of which he is 
president, while Queen Wilhelmina is remain- 
ing in the sfficken region. 


RESCUES BY STE/ ‘ERS. 

Tt. is reported from Arnhem (says Reuter’s 
Amsterdam Correspondent) that steamers 
have rescued, at Leeuwen and _ Erlecom, 
hundreds of refugees from portions of the 
dvke. including several sick persons.

PEASANTS PERISH ON ROOFS.

Corporation in connection with the Banagher 
water scheme, for which the Council are 
obtaining powers to borrow £400,000, Mr. 
M. A. kines, City Engineer, states that 
the entrance to A a aap md a 
Lu stia is miles distant from the 
me end it is the waters of the rivers flowing 
through Lugnapeastia Glen that are to be 
taken for the present and future supply of the 
city. The area available, though not all to 
be used at present, could supply a city of 
350,000 people. He had decided that the 
cheapest and best site for the first dam was 
on the Altnaheglish river. Provisional sites 
for the dam had been pegged out. .On the 
selected site a concrete dam about 120 feet 
high will be erected, forming a reservoir or 
lake 14 miles in length and containing some 
500 million gallons of water (the capacity of 
all the city’s present seven reservoirs is only 
214 millions). A further supply of water 
would be also taken when necessary from an 
intake on the Glenedra river. This reservoir 
and intake would give the gity a plentiful 
supply of pure water for domestic and manu- 
facturing purposes until the population 
refched 80,000, and after that more reservoirs, 
or tunnels through the mountains from one 
valley to large reservoirs in the other could 
be constructed. The tunnel will be 470 yards 
long, and ahout a quarter of a mile below the 
outlet: of Corrody. tunnel a distribution tank 
will be formed. at. an elevation of about 410 
feet; and from this will start the Fovle siphon 
pipe: ipe Ime willbe miles-long. 
‘A oul. meeting of the Corporation is 
being summoned to consider the report.

FOUND DEAD IN POWER 
HOUSE, 


ELECTRICIAN’S SAD END, 


“ Death from asphyxiation, due to carbonic 
acid gas, received whilst examining a gas pipe, 
his death being apparently accidental,’ was 
the verdict returned at the inquest held in 
Dunmanway, touching the death of Mr. 
William Edward Gillespie (40), electric light- 
ing contractcr, whose bédy was found lying 
near the‘engine in the local Power House. 

Dr. T. J. O'Driscoll, M.O., Dunmanway 
District Hospital, deposed that he was called 
to see the deceased, and came at once, and 
saw the body lying on its back in the open 
air near the Power House. Witness made a 
superficial examination of the body, and saw 
marks or stains of charcoal on the face and a 
slight abrasion, There was froth on the mouth. 
The face was puffed and somewhat red, but 
there was no sign of life in the heart. He had 
all the symptoms of being poisoned or 
asphyxiated by carbonic acid gas.

Srr,—I observe from your columns that at 
the Glasnevin Cumann of Cumann na 
nGaedheal on Saturday night.

YEAR. 
Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Tuesday. 

During last year there were over 200 
launches of -lifeboats round the coasts, and 
380 lives were rescued: from shipwreck, an 
average of over seven lives for each week of 
the year. Of these lives, 291 were rescued by 
the lifeboats and the remaining 89 by shore 
boats arid in other ways, the rescuers in every 
case being rewarded by the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution for their gallantry. 

How severe the winter gales were may be 
judged by the fact that -nearly a third of 
these lives were saved in the last nme weeks 
of the year, the weekly average being 13 lives, 
or nearly two lives every day. The majority 
of these lives were British; but once again 
the, lifeboats have shown that they are a 
great international as well as British service 
by rescuing over 100 lives from foreign 
vessels. These vessels to whose help they 
have gone in the course of the year have been 
three French, two German, one” Dutch, one 
Belgian, one Swedish and one Spanish. There 
is. in fact, not a country with a seaboard 
which has not, at one time or another, owed 
lives of its citizens and the safety of its 
vessels to the British lifeboats. 

The year 1925 has been a very active year 
for the lifeboat service. Five powerful new 
motor lifeboats have been added to the In- 
stitution’s fleet, and another eight are under 
construction. There are now 55 motor life- 
boats in a fleet of 217. The new boats have 
been sent to Holy Island, in Northumberland ; 
Dunmore East, in County Waterford; South- 
wold, in Suffolk; Porthdinllaen, in Carnar- 
vonshire, and Ramsgate, in Kent. The 
Porthdinllaen boat was at the lifeboat house 
at Wembley during the summer, and the 
Ramsgate boat is of a new type, 48 feet long, 
which has been specially designed for the

HOUSING—A CHRISTIAN 


OBLIGATION, 


At the afternoon session the Rev. D. H. 
Hall delivered an address on the question of 
* Housung.’’ Speaking from his experience in 
this matter, he found that there were a great 
many people who considered “that housing 
was not a subject that should occupy the 
attention of Christians in an obligatory sense, 
such as would be paid to missions. He felt 
that he must try and bring people to realise 
that Christianity was something that applied 
to everything. It was his custom to say to 
a new tenant that Almighty God made the 
materials and the skill that built the -house. 
That outlook should be spread on a wide 
scale, making their Christianity a robust 
thing, and he hoped that the result of this 
movement would be to establish the fact 
that the problem of housing was a matter of 
Christian obligation. : 

Having referred to the houses that he had 
had built, the Rev. Mr. Hall said that he 
had acquired a plot of ground near his 
church, not in his own parish, on which he 
proposed to build 74 new houses. He would 
require further capital for that venture. The 
whole crux in building was capital—the fifms 
were uot able, owing to depression, to give 
the help that might otherwise be expected. 
He -mentioned that Messrs. Guinness had 
given a substantial sum to enable every man 
in their employment to become the owner cf 
his own house.

BRITISH-MADE STEEL.

RAILWAY COMPANIES TAKE 
ACTION. 


The Lendon and North-Eastern Railway 
Company has decided to insert a clause in all 
its future contracts for goods produced from 
manufactured steel, that these must be of 
British manufacture from steel of British 
manufacture throughout. This will affect all 
such articles as carriage and waggon axles, 
tyres, springs, buffers, etc. 

An official of the Southern Railway yester- 
day stated that this had always been the 
policy of his company since their amalgama- 
tion. Everything in the way of steel pur- 
chased by the company for electrification 
schemes, new locomotives, and station exten- 
sions bad been purchased in England. That 
policy, he added, will be continued in future. 
On inquiry at Paddington it was also stated 
that this had been the policy of the Great 
Western Railway for some time, and that 
steps ‘had recently been taken to revise the 
contract specifications in order to safeguard 
the position. 

In reply to inquiries last evening the fol- 
lowing statement was made by an official of 
the London, Midland, and Scottish Railway: 
‘It has for some time past been the custom 
of, at any rate, the large British railways to 
insert a clause in contracts that mantfac- 
turers shall use unly British steel and other 
British materials in the construction of rolling 
stock and other equipment for the railway. 
In 1925 British industry benefited from this 
custom to the extent of many millions of 
pounds. For instance, it has been the fixed 
-and definite practice of the London, Midland 
and ‘Scottish Railway. for years past to use 
only home-mannfactured material, very often 
purchased at higher prices thansuitable foreign 
material, in all its workshops, factories, etc., 
and nothing is purchased outside the country 
except such things as timber, which are not 
grown at home.”’

CHILDREN IN LONDON. 


Search parties, composed of children who 
are members of the St. Francis Ambulance 
Corps, are to be seen these nights in many 
of the poorer districts of London, issning 
from the dispensaries of the Animals’ Protec- 
tion Corps.

Those suffering from 
bruises are doctored and bandaged,. whilst 
all are given a good meal before being handed 
over to the nearest police station. law 
insists upon this; for stray dogs are lost pra- 

rty, and if the animals remain unclaimed 
or more than 12 hours they are destroyed, 
should no one come to their aid. 

During this month the number of stray 
dogs is four or five times as great as in other 
months of the year, for people who cannot 
afford to renew their licences in many cases 
simply tarn their dogs astray.
